As was anticipated, the receipts in the mon'h of Octe-
ber and November, 1862, were light in consequence of the
prevalence of the Yellow Fever. DBut for that cansc the
sumioing would have been larger.

The losses by the several raids of the enemy are alluded
to. As these were all published at the time, in this paper,
we seed not refer to them fartber here, save to add, al-
thoogh rather amticipating, that the Chief Engineer and
Soperintendent, Col. 8. L. FrEvoxT, estimatcs ths aggre-
gate at fully $100,000, exclusive of the loss by interruption
of business and travel.

The compeny has parchased, on favourable terms the

The company has also secured the use of several tracta
of timbered land, and employed a force to supply wood,
cross-ties and timber, 80 ea to do away with the difficully
which Las been experienced in procuring these indispensa-
ble articles, notwithatandicg adequate prices have beed
coffered for them.

Three new locomeotives have been purchased, which,
with the improvements to those slready owned, placea tb-
Company in a decidedly better condition ia this department
ihan it was at the commencement of the year. The stock
of coaches and cars is not adeguate, but it is hoped by
building and repaire from time to time, that it will be able
to meet the demands for iransportation.

The laying of 500 tons of comparatively new rails, with
the yoawtity (ooaired at the Company’s furnaces, has main-
tained the track in safs working order ; but a considerable
additiva of new irea is required, in the obtaining of whick
the assistance of the Government is confidently locked for
and expecled.

Of other needed articles which cannot be cbtlained at
home, & limited supply has been obtained by importation.
To pay for these, small ists of cotton have been ssnt for-
ward as ship room conld be obtained, which is dcne with
dificulty, ae owners are less disposed to acccmmodate, in
consequence of Government claiming a specified \onnage
of each vess¢! for transportation on its own account. It is
hoped that the department iu charge may be imduced to
consent to allow the company a small portion of the space
referred to.

In searching
the baggage of the murdered one for clotbes to substi-
tatejfor his bloody garments, we found, carefully pack-
ed away, mementoes that enlis'ed our greatsst sympa-
thy for the bereaved family when they should learn of
their loved one’s fate. leire was a fob chain ingenious-
ly wrought of gutta percha, in measured lioks, inlaid
with shell teken from the lzke, resembling pearl, witha
seal perding in which the Confederate flag  was repre-
gented by the cclors of the shell—this wag for the eged
father. A briastpin of the same material, with 2 cress,
and th: Star of the Kast above it, with a spear below,
symbolic of the christian’s hope, was for bis mother. —
A pair of bracelels formed io links of the same mate-
rial, the links adjoiniog the clasp on either side, having
the revice of a neart, the clasp baviug an anchor, indi-
cated the aff:ctionate seatmnest ¢ In hope let cur hearts
be united ""—this was for his sister.

These mementoes of a son’s and brothec’s affsclion,
30 interesticg oo accouut of their havicg beea carved
out while in prison, aod with the priwmitive tools at the
commacd of the prisoners, were not allowed to resch
the hands of those for whom they were intended. '1he
vadalism of the people of Sandusky, and the battalion
composiog the guard of our prison, prevented. On
leaving the pris 1 the mem were marched to the cars,
and while there surrounded with guards and bristling
bayounets, unkacwn to them, their baggage was torn
open with viclence and robbed Of everything valuable,
and particalarly of &ll trinkets and charms that the
men had expended their ingenuity and time while in
prison in makir; .3 memento2s of their prison life, and
«t the same time us aficctionate offerings to their kin-
dred and frier .. Thus, they murdered, in cold blood,
Lt. Gibson, au | appropriated (o usholy uses such little
things that were valuable only to the bereaved on ac-
count of their association and the circamstances under
which they were made.

The sentiment of the prisoners that night is ivd=seri-
bable—a deep, determined spirit of revenge settied upon
the mind of every one, and fonad utteraces, one to an
otber, in ro'emn pledges to avenge his death. Twelve
hundred Yauokees will bite the dust, for each comrade
has pledged bimself to remen ber the fate of Gibson, and
strike for veugesnce whenever the foe appears. We
procured a black walnut coffin, and placing the remains
in it, Lt. Stecle, of the 28th N. C. regiment performed
the solemn fuperal services over ot murdered brother.
I'he eoffic was then placed in a scavenger cart, and six
Yankees mounted thereon. With their spades resting
upon the coflin ticy drove cff to the lake shore, where
they buried him with curses and vulgar jokes upon “the
dend Rebel.”
